HONOLULU (April 1, 2005) – The Honolulu Liquor Commission took the following action at its 

37th meeting of the fiscal year on March 31, 2005: 

- Fishbone Restaurant & Lounge (guilty) was fined a total of $500 for two violations of 

Rule 38-5(a) (non-registered employee) and fined $350 for violation of Rule 38-9(a) (no 

registered manager or assistant manager on duty). 

- Fishermans Wharf (no contest) was fined $250 for violation of Rule 38-5 (a) (non-

registered employee). 

- Pipeline Café (no contest) was fined $250 for violation of Rule 38-5 (a) (non-registered 

employee). Three other violations of the same Rule were dismissed. 

- Honolulu Aerie No. 140, Fraternal Order of Eagles (no contest) was fined $500 for 

violation of Section 281-31(p) HRS (purchasing liquor from a person or entity other than a 

licensed wholesaler). 

- Pearl Kai Mini Mart (no contest) and C ‘n N Mini Mart & Liquors (no contest) each 

were fined $1,000 for violation of Section 281-78(b)(1)(A)HRS (selling liquor to a minor). 

In addition, C’n N Mini Mart & Liquors was asked to voluntarily appear before the 

Commission to provide an update on a new I.D. screening process they intend to implement.
